DIVORCE LAGS 


BEHIND HERE 


Number of Marriages Farj 


Exceeds Divorces in 


Burieigh County 


'While divorce .is running marriage 
a fifty-fifty race/lfi some places, it 
is far outclassed in Burleigh coun- 
ty, according to a compilation of all 
marriage and divorce statistics of 
the state made by the United States 
Department of Commerce, a copy of 
which has been received by Clerk of 
Court Charles Fisher. The record 
on Burleigh county, furnished by 
Mr. Fisher, shows that there were 
129 marriages in Bnrleigh county in 
1922 and but 19 divorces during the 
same year, while in 1916, the other 
year for which statistics were drawn, 
there were 173 marriages and 17 di- 
vorces. 
In 1922 the total number of mar- 


riages in the state was 3322 and the 
total number of divorces 336. "In 
1916 the total number of marriages 
was much greater, being 4396, while 
the number of divorces also 
was 


greater, being 478.

I,600 out of a population of 2,000. 
Now, with the aid of Napoleon Bilf 
of New York, publisher of a monthly 
magazine, Intra-Wall Schools are be­ 
ing established in the federal prison 
at Atlanta, 
Ga., and a 
budget of 
II,600,000 has been set to extend the 
work to every 
penitentiary in 
the 
United States. 
According to Mr. Hill, the greatest 
employers of labor in the 
United 
States have endorsed the plan 
and 
have assured him that every 
man 
turned out by the Intra-Wail School 
and vouched for by its officers will 
be given a position in the work for 
which he has fitted himself as soon 
as prison gates close behind him. 
They also have assured him, de­ 
clared Mr. Hill, that nothing will be 
made known of the graduate’s past 
IKe and that he will take his place 
on equal terms with all other em­ 
ployes.
